OLD CHIEF CRAZY SAAKE 
REFINES TO BE LOCATED 


Militia (bnidut Catch Him and He 
Won't Surrender for Fear of Be­ 
ing Put iu Jail. 


A 
Guthrie correspondent 
is 
the 
author of a story to the effect that 
the state 
authorities 
have 
about 
abandoned the hope of ever being 
able to entertain Chitto Harjo, or 
Crazy Snake, leader of the ful 1-blood 
Creek indians. 
The last alleged annual “uprising” 
of the snake band of Creeks occur­ 
red near Hickory Grove, their camp 
grounds, following which the Okla­ 
homa National Guard sperit nearly 
a month, and several thousand dol­ 
lars of state money, trying to locate 
the leader. 
Those who were in 'periodical com- 
immication with Harjo brought word 
that he wanted to surrender, come 
to Guthrie and hold a pow 
wow 
with Gov. Haskell. They expiated 
that Snake’s vanity, like that of the 
late Geronimo, was deep seated. He, 
dieing the full-blood leader, wanted 
to 'look at and talk -to the man whose 
order hud placed the state's army 
afield, and to explain that hts in­ 
dian gatherings ware not of the “up­ 
rising'’ variety—merely a 
religious 
feast and a ‘'hi-yah" carnival. 
The National Guard withdrew to al­ 
low Snake ample freedom. Ile was 
to be furnished an honorary military 
guard upon arriving here, with the 
additional guarantee of absolute pro­ 
tection. 
If indictments were return­ 
ed against him in connection with 
the “uprising" he was to be allow­ 
ed to give bond and make his de­ 
fense in court just like white peo­ 
ple. All of this was agreed to, but 
weeks of waiting brought no Snake. 
He was believed to have feared 
the state’s expression of good faith. 
so Bill Tighlman, a noted Southwest­ 
ern character in the early days and 
pnce sheriff of Lincoln county, was 
commissioned to go to the stomp 
ground district, get into communi­ 
cation with the old Indian, as the 
personal bearer of greeting from the 
ptate government, and guide him to 
Guthrie. 
To give the invitation im­ 
pressiveness, a letter was written and 
signed by Gov. Haskell speaking as 
the head of one government to an 
other, saying that the state guar­ 
anteed the fullest 
protection, and 
would pay Harjo the homage due 
one of his station in life. 
The of­ 


ficial document was decked out in 
goose quills, filigreed border draw­ 
ings. strung with vari-colored rib­ 
bons an dlavhrh I* stamped with the 
States great seal and gilded stickers 
gay enough for any potentate. Tighl­ 
man took the letter to those claiming 
Snakes confidence for personal de­ 
livery to him at a twilit supposed to 
lie in the “fastness of Tiger Moun­ 
tain,” but up to now' Snake has not 
deigned an 
acknowledgement, 
aud 
weary from 
waiting. Tighlman re­ 
turned home. 
It Is believed that Harjo. in con­ 
struing the state’s guarantee of pro­ 
tection. saw' 
where lr could have 
meant his being placed in jail, and 
that he dic£ not 
propose 
to 
take 
chances, even for the privilege of 
smoking a '“cigar with the governor 
of a state.
